Head points the 
finger in teacher 
hate mail storm

HATE mail sent to a wife of a 
teacher at a Luton school may 
have come from a colleague, 
according to the headmistress. 

Monica Austin, from Ashcroft 
High, this week emailed all her staff 
asking for information on a ‘barrage 
of hate mail’ received by the spouse 
of a teacher. 

In it she says she believes the 
person behind the campaign is 
either a ‘member of staff or very 
close to a member of staff’. 

The head says around 40 letters 
sent to the man’s wife ‘are spiteful, 
abusive and offensive’ and ‘an obvi¬ 
ous attempt to break up the mar¬ 
riage’. 

She informed staff at the 1,170 
pupil school that his car had been 
vandalised and he and his wife had 
been ‘reported anonymously to 
social services’. 

Miss Austin said: ‘I am sharing this 
with you because whoever is 
behind this hate campaign is either 
a member of staff or very close to a 
member of staff. 

‘This is a definite as some of the 
letters refer to other staff members 
by name and also describe specific 
incidents that took place at 


Ashcroft that were not widely 
known about.’ 

The email was given to Luton on 
Sunday by a member of staff who 
was angered at claims made in the 
despatch. We visited the school on 
Friday but Miss Austin would not 
allow us to speak to the teacher. 

She said: “I will not discuss any of 
the details of this.”

She confirmed Bedfordshire 
Police were investigating the issue 
but they declined to comment. 

Luton Borough Council said it 
does not comment on internal 
staffing issues.

Council leader to lose 
her Central Beds job

THE LEADER of Luton Borough Council, who is 
presiding over more than 250 compulsory job 
cuts, is going to be made redundant from her 
role at a neighbouring authority. 

Cllr Hazel Simmons (pictured) has worked for 
Central Bedfordshire Council for 12 years as a 
community development officer for Tithe Farm, 
Houghton Regis, and received her final notice on 
Monday. 

In her job she works with residents to help 
develop their own community-led activities and 
groups. 

As part of Central Bedfordshire Council’s rev¬ 
enue budget proposals that were considered by 
the full council in February, it is intending to 
save £2 million over the next two years from a 
review of the terms and conditions of staff. 

Around 2,500 staff are employed by the author¬ 
ity-excluding school based personnel - and 280 
posts will be lost as a whole. 

Cllr Simmons said: “I have now received the 
final notice letter and my finishing date will be 
June 3. There is the possibility of redeployment 
as with every council. 

“I have worked there for 12 years as part of the 
community development team which is being 
dispensed with. There are only four of us in it 
now but it used to be much larger. 

“I’m going to wait and see what happens dur¬ 
ing the elections and then make a serious deci¬ 
sion about what I will do. 

“Everyone is affected by these cuts and these 



are being imposed on us by those on high. I had 
not wanted to leave this early and would like to 
stay longer and do more in the community. 

“I recognise that this is no worse or better than 
the 256 compulsory redundancies in the Luton 
Borough Council cuts and it’s a hard time for 
staff at the moment.” 

Deputy leader of Central Beds council, Richard 
Stay, said: “To deliver a balanced budget that 
protects customers from tax increases and 
safeguards front line services as much as possi¬ 
ble, we are reviewing all our costs. Our staff are 
not immune from this process. 

“Last year we reviewed senior management 
and reduced this overhead by more than 25 per 
cent. Further jobs will be lost through the range 
of savings that were proposed through the bud¬ 
get with a total cut in posts of more than 250.”

NO INCOME TAX FOR 2,500 RESIDENTS 

NEARLY 2,500 Luton residents will pay no 
income tax from next month when 
changes in the threshold take place. 

The Liberal Democrat Policy Unit have 
calculated that when the band rises to 
£7,475 in April 2,430 people in Luton will 
no longer have to pay any income tax and 
69,300 Luton taxpayers will pay £200 less 
a year in income tax.

Phone pest caller 
swamped cop line

A MAN made more than 100 
nuisance calls to police 
because he believed they had 
given him a bad reference on 
his British citizenship 
application. 

Mohammed Bashir, 60, of 
Selbourne Road, pleaded not 
guilty to four charges under the 
Telecommunications Act 2003 
which relate to making calls to 
purposely cause annoyance, 
distress or inconvenience. 

The calls happened on four 
dates in 2008, when Bashir 
called the police emergency 
lines more than 100 times. 

Each time he got through to 
the control staff in police HQ at 
Kempston he was incoherent 
demanding help with his 
application for British citizen¬ 
ship, shouting, laughing wildly 
or swearing. 

He was found guilty at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court earlier this 
month. 

He had been originally been 
due to stand trial in 2008, but 
absconded to Pakistan while on 
bail. Bashir has four previous 
convictions for similar offences. 

At his sentencing on Thursday 
Joy Gir, prosecuting, said: “He 
said he called the police 
because his British citizenship 
had been refused four times 
already and he thought it was 
the police who had given him a 
bad reference which impeded 


his application.” Defence 
lawyer, Andy Smith, said Bashir 
had lived in the country since 
1966 and owned his own house. 

Bashir was sentenced to 12 
weeks in custody suspended for 
six months. He will also be 
under a curfew order between 
9pm and 7am and also pay costs 
of £500. 

Investigating officer Paul 
Baddeley said: “Calling 999 
when there is no emergency is 
irresponsible and dangerous to 
others. 

“It means our call centre staff 
are tied up listening to trivia 
when they should be helping 
those who genuinely need us; 


and if we have to send an 
officer to a hoax call it means 
that someone else’s life could 
be at risk because they have to 
wait longer for police to get to 
them. 

“It is for this reason that we 
regularly prosecute those 
people who misuse the 999 
system across all the 
emergency services. 

“People should realise that 
every call made into the con¬ 
trol room is digitally recorded 
and we trace and arrest 
persistent offenders. 

“I hope that Mr Bashir finally 
understands he needs to stop 
doing this.”

Residents’ fears over 
car park homes threat

FAMILIES whose houses are under 
threat of demolition if a proposed 
multi-storey car park goes ahead have 
hit out at council bosses claiming ‘our 
homes are not our own’. 

Speaking on behalf of Dorchester Close 
Residents’ Action Group, homeowner 
Richard Carrington expressed fears over 
the Dunstable Masterplan which was 
given the nod this week. 

Mr Carrington hit out at Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s executive 
meeting on Tuesday over outline 
proposals in the masterplan to build two 
multi-storey car parks for ASDA on the 
site of 29 homes in Dorchester Close and 
Kingscroft Avenue. 

He said: “We continue living with the 
threat that our homes will be taken away 
from us. 

“We would not want to impact on any 
opportunity to improve Dunstable but 
we like living in Dorchester Close. 

“Our homes are no longer our own. All 
improvements and decisions are on hold. 

“Everything we’ve worked for since 
buying our house 30 years ago is under 



threat. We live with this every single day. 
This threat is damaging people’s health 
and their lives.” 

To address the fears an amendment was 


passed to allow Cllr Ken Matthews, 
portfolio holder for economic growth, 
skills and regeneration, in conjunction 
with the council’s Director of Safer 
Communities to make minor changes to 
the plan, in order to change the word 
‘multi-storey car park’ to ‘car park’. 

The plan also includes initial ideas for 
providing a mix of retail, office, leisure, 
residential and community facilities, 
building a new medical centre, improv¬ 
ing connections to different parts of the 
town, improving access to the town 
centre by public transport, including the 
guided busway, improving walking and 
cycling routes and reducing congestion. 

Cllr Matthews said: “Dunstable is in 
need of rejuvenation and by providing a 
masterplan for the town, we will be able 
to guide any future developers who are 
looking to regenerate and invest. 

“This is a big step for Dunstable and 
one that could have a very positive out¬ 
come for the town in years to come. 

“We now need to focus our attention to 
the implementation of the plan and 
securing the levels of investment needed 
to turn around the fortunes of Dunstable 
for all its residents, visitors and 
businesses.”

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£200k to keep eye 
on bus lane cheats

MORE than £200,000 has been 
spent on updating CCTV cam¬ 
eras so a council can enforce bus 
lane regulations and fine drivers 
wrongly using them. 

Luton Borough Council will 
adopt these powers on April 4 
meaning anyone driving in a bus 
lane when they shouldn’t be will 
be fined up to £60. 

Luton’s bus lanes, some of which 
date back to around 1977, are for 
use by buses, bicycles and hack¬ 
ney carriages only. 

In 2005 regulatory powers were 
introduced under the Transport 
Act 2000 which made it possible 
for councils to enforce bus lanes 
using cameras. 

New warning signs will be erect¬ 
ed advising motorists that camera 
enforcement is in operation at all 
locations. 

The council has invested 
£220,000 in the scheme which 
uses and upgrades its existing 
CCTV technology. 

Images are sent to a control 
room where trained officers will 
carefully view the data and judge 
on a case-by-case basis if a driver 
has contravened the regulations. 

Offending vehicles will be iden¬ 
tified through their registration 
number and a Penalty Charge 


Notice sent by post to the regis¬ 
tered keeper. 

Bus lane restrictions apply to 
cars, motorbikes, scooters and 
private hire vehicles, among 
others. 

As with parking contraventions, 
motorists who receive PCNs will 
initially be able to appeal to Luton 
Borough Council parking services, 
and then to an independent tribu¬ 
nal if still not satisfied. 

Cllr Dave Taylor said: “The coun¬ 
cil is committed to increasing use 
of public transport and reducing 
traffic pollution. 

“Bus services are a fundamental 
part of Luton’s transport system, 
and need to be protected if they 
are to operate efficiently, reliably 
and on time. 

“Unfortunately some motorists 
choose to ignore road signs and 


continue to drive through bus 
lanes. 

“This practice contributes to the 
severe congestion often experi¬ 
enced in the town centre and 
causes delays not only for bus 
users but also other motorists by 
undermining the effectiveness of 
Luton’s traffic schemes. It also 
increases the risk of accidents and 
hinders the emergency services. 

“We want to give motorists fair 
and good notice that these bus 
lanes will be enforced by cameras, 
and that’s why for the first two 
weeks of the scheme the council 
will issue warning notices rather 
than penalty charge notices. 

“After that the penalties will 
affect anyone who makes unau¬ 
thorised use of bus lanes to gain 
an advantage over queuing 
traffic.”

PLANS for a new £16 million 
post-graduate centre for the 
University of Bedfordshire have been 
revealed. 

Due to open in 2013, the post-grad¬ 
uate and continuing professional 
development centre will be built on 
the site of the former Students’ Union 
building along Vicarage Street, Luton, 
and will house state-of-the-art teach¬ 
ing space over five storeys. 

It will be aimed mainly at post-grad¬ 
uate students and delegates from 
businesses undertaking a wide range 
of continuing professional develop¬ 
ment courses. 

Deputy vice chancellor Professor 
Ashraf Jawaid said: “This is a very 
exciting project and I am delighted 
that plans have now been drawn up, 
approved by our Board of Governors, 
and can go forward for planning per¬ 
mission. 

“The university is going from 
strength to strength, investing in its 
facilities and new courses, growing its 
reputation around the world and 
attracting more and more students. 

“Our post-graduate numbers have 
grown five times over the last three 
years with some 2,850 full time overseas 
students and 850 home students. This 
new centre will build on that success.” 

The centre is the third phase of a 
development project which started 
with the opening of a £34 million 
campus centre in the town last 
October. 

The second phase - £40 million stu¬ 
dent halls along Vicarage Street is on 
schedule to be completed in time for 
the new academic year this autumn.

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Council tax statistics 

SIR - It was interesting that the 
leader of Luton’s Liberal Democrats, 
David Franks, refused to comment 
on your item last week concerning 
the rise in council tax in Luton over 
recent years.

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Concerns raised over care home 
provider as budget cuts hit hard

DISCUSSIONS are under way between 
Government officials and a care home 
provider after fears it could collapse 
financially. 

Talks came to light after concern mount¬ 
ed for the financial future of the UK’s 
largest care home operator - Southern 
Cross Healthcare. 

Southern Cross provides beds for more 
than 30,000 elderly residents across the 
UK and runs Kirby House in West Street, 
Dunstable, Milliner House in Marsh Road, 
Luton, as well as The Griffin in Moorlands 
Garden, Luton, which was closed down in 
January. 

There have been reports the firm might 
be in trouble after spiralling rents on its 


homes and a decline in fees. It is feared 
that if it goes bankrupt, the owners of its 
care homes could repossess them which 
could see thousands of vulnerable people 
needing to be rehoused. 

In the House of Commons on Thursday, 
Leader of the House Sir George Young 
responded to fears and said: “I under¬ 
stand the concern on behalf of Southern 
Cross residents in the light of the financial 
problems that confront that company. 

“Southern Cross is having discussions 
with government officials about the plans it 
has to address its financial difficulties, and 
crucially to ensure services are maintained. 

“Ministers will continue to keep in close 
touch with the situation and will work 
with the local authorities, the Care Quality 
Commission and others to ensure there is 
an effective response .” 


Jamie Buchan, chief executive of 
Southern Cross Healthcare, said in a 
statement: ‘During the last several 
months, it has been a difficult trading 
environment for all care providers as 
commissioners such as local authorities 
grapple with the consequences of major 
budget cuts. 

‘Southern Cross has been particularly 
affected because of the kind of lease 
arrangements which underpin our busi¬ 
ness model. 

‘Our plan is to seek to renegotiate the 
terms of our leases by July of this year. 

‘While we cannot guarantee success, 
our banks continue to support us and I 
am working hard to encourage commis¬ 
sioners, residents, relatives and other 
stakeholders to work with us as we shape 
our future’. 


Petition accuses council 
of ‘flawed consultation’ 


RESIDENTS of a care home 
handed over a petition on 
Tuesday to protest a change 
to their care provider. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
agreed £350,000 savings to 
four courts run by ExtraCare 
home, including Red House 
Court in Houghton Regis. 

The campaigners claim not 
all residents were informed, 
those who were did not get a 
letter until just over a month 
before the outcome was 
reached and the council took 
a decision without an equality 
impact assessment. 

Friend of Red House Court 
Sue Luscombe said: 


“Vulnerable residents will be 
confused and disadvantaged 
by the plans. This is a false 
economy with any savings 
likely to be offset by additional 
costs from increased 
emergency hospital 
admissions. 

“The consultation process 
did not communicate 
appropriately or adequately 
and is therefore fatally flawed. 

“The level of cuts in 
ExtraCare services is blatantly 
disproportionate. This raises 
questions whether there has 
been a systematic 
discrimination against the 
frailest residents in extracare.”

Plans get tangled 
up in red tape ... 


T WO friends of mine are 
somewhat fraught at the 
moment. That is because 
they have been dealing with 
planners, builders and the 
building regs man. 

They are having an extension 
built to their home, which is 
just inside Northamptonshire. 
No problem with planning 
permission so it is on to getting 
the plans done. 

Here the first difficulties start 
to raise their head. Planners 
promise deadlines and rarely 
meet them. It is a different 
world, where time has been 
warped from normal earth 
time to council time. 

Days become weeks and 
months can become years, 
which thankfully did not 
happen in this case. When the 
plans were finally agreed, the 
planners wanted to check the 
materials that were going to be 
used and my friends had to 
take in actual bricks and tiles to 
show them. 

They had carefully chosen a 
brick that was similar in colour 
to the original house. Big mis¬ 
take. The extension brick must 
be a different colour. 

The roof must be a different 
height, and the front of the 
extension needs to be recessed, 
so it follows a different line. 
This is all because the exten¬ 
sion has to look like an exten¬ 
sion. 

Why this has to be so is a 
mystery to my friends and a 
mystery to me. Logic would tell 
you that an extension should 


blend in to the original build¬ 
ing, but not according to plan¬ 
ners - it must stand out so 
everyone knows you have 
ruined the original house with 
a horrible extension, and 
haven’t even bothered to find 
matching bricks. 

So, as well as normal time and 
council time, there is normal 
logic and planning logic. 

Once this was agreed the 
builders could start. Contrary 
to popular belief they actually 
worked very well and created 
no real problems - they even 
brought their own tea - apart 
from having to deal with the 
next man from the council, 
who is in charge of building 
regulations. 

I have had dealings with what 
is known as the building regs 
man and they hold consider¬ 
able power, not least to delay 
the whole programme if there 
is something they do not like. 

This one wanted the ground 
floor height raised, making the 
first floor a little small and 
meaning the builders had to 
use the gable, or roof void. 

The building regs man can 
demand this even though the 
plans had been passed by the 
planners. 


As I am sure all of you who 
have had extensions built 
know that the only reasonable 
thing to do, should you not 
want to live on a building site 
for years, is to shrug your 
shoulders and agree. 

Some of you might want to 
defend the modern planner 
and will say that without these 
people all would be ugliness 
and chaos. 

I remain unconvinced that it 
is the modern shopping cen¬ 
tres, high rise tower blocks 
and sprawling suburbs that 
give our towns and cities their 
character. 

From my completely unpro¬ 
fessional eye, there is a lot 
more beauty around on the 
streets of our towns before 
planners became the sole 
arbiters on such matters. 

There was not much demand 
to save Bedford’s bus station 
for posterity, when a decision 
was made to demolish it, unlike 
the Georgian Terrace on 
Bromham Road, which plan¬ 
ners wanted to knock down 
and was saved by a campaign 
led by the late Victor Farrer. 

So come on planners, lighten 
up and let a little choice and 
variety into our lives.

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Schools set to take 
over meals in bid to 
save council £400k

MORE than 100 schools will 
have to supply their own dinners 
from the next academic year to 
save a cash-strapped authority 
almost half a million pounds. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
agreed to pass over responsibility 
for school meals to the education 
facilities after realising if they 
continue the service it will bust 
the bank to the tune of £414,500. 

At the council’s executive meet¬ 
ing on Tuesday members gave 
the nod to plans to get schools to 
arrange their own school meals 
from the start of the autumn term 
this year, despite objections from 
some establishments. 


Cllr Steve Male, portfolio holder 
for customers, systems and 
assets, said: “There is no great 
value being added by the council 
managing the service when it 
could be managed by the schools 
involved. The council subsidised 
this service by £210,000 this year, 
but that is predicted to go up to 
£414,500 next year. 

“Money the council was getting 
is now going to the schools. A 
large number of schools are going 
down this route. I see no reason 
why the schools can’t do this, 
many do. 

“We’re offering a very extensive 
support package to help.” 

One hundred schools and two 
academy schools in Central 
Bedfordshire use the current 


service, while 34 manage their 
own lunches. 

Almost 50 per cent of the 
schools consulted disagreed with 
the changes and reasons includ¬ 
ed financial problems, capacity, 
increased workload and comply¬ 
ing with food laws. 

The authority’s current meal 
contract ends on April 8, but they 
will carry on with it until the end 
of the summer term. 

Cllr Peter Blaine hit out against 
the plans at the meeting and said: 
“There are lots of schools who 
didn’t want this service with¬ 
drawn. 

“Why does this council carry 
out consultation if they aren’t 
prepared to respond to the issues 
raised?”

SOCIAL networking is causing a stir within 
all sectors of the community, be it for using 
it to stay in touch with old school friends or 
getting breaking news first. But Bedfordshire 
Police are pioneering the way at interacting 
with residents about crime in the county. 
SOPHIE SCOTT reports. 


IN one month alone there were 
more than half a million hits on 
the Bedfordshire Police 
Facebook page. 

The site went live on the social 
network in December 2009 and 
in just over a year there are more 
than 7,500 ‘fans’ of the force and 
it is the most popular force net¬ 
work in the country. 

And on Friday Chief Constable 
Alf Hitchcock took part in a ‘live 
chat’ pilot scheme in which peo¬ 
ple were able to ask him any¬ 
thing they wanted in a get to 
know him type session. 

It is run by a small team of five 
police staff who update the page 
and answer queries from 
Bedfordshire residents inbe- 
tween their day-to-day jobs. 

Andrea Briggs, who works in 
the communications depart¬ 
ment, was part of the initial 
team. She explained how they 
came up with the idea and what 
they hope will come from the 
success of the interaction with 
the public. 

Mrs Briggs said: “We were 
becoming aware of other police 
forces using Facebook and we 
were looking at ways we could 
improve communication with 
the public. 

“We have the website but 
unless people are looking for 
something specific it’s not a 



place you may necessarily go to. 
Facebook is out there and people 
are signing up to it and it gives 
them a chance to take an interest 
in what they want from us.” 

Where the page came in real use 
was during the run-up and even¬ 
tually throughout the day of the 
English Defence League (EDL) 
march in Luton on February 5. 

Mrs Briggs said that just on that 
day their fanbase increased by 
more than 400 people and in the 
last month there were 538,000 
page views, which are from fans 


and non-fans, and 1,800 com¬ 
ments or ‘likes’ were made. 

Talking about the EDL march, 
Mrs Briggs said: “On that day we 
had more than 900 comments 
just on our wall but we set it up 
so fans could only comment on 
posts we had made. 

“That’s what we had to do to 
make it work on that day. I think 
we only had to remove two com¬ 
ments from people who were 
making inappropriate remarks 
but the rest were sensible ques¬ 
tions and debates.” 

Unlike some other police pages 
where users can only see what 
posts the force has made, the 
Bedfordshire one allows fans to 
write on the ‘wall’ and therefore 
are able to ask questions about 
specific crimes. 

Mrs Briggs said: “We thought if 
we were going to do it, yes we

wanted to get information out 
there but we want to know what 
concerns and issues people 
have.” 

But it hasn’t all been plain sail¬ 
ing. 

“I think in the early days there 
were more people who used lan¬ 
guage that wasn’t appropriate for 
Facebook but I have to say over 
the last few months that’s not 
the case. 


“We give out gentle reminders 
for people not to make inappro¬ 
priate comments or anything we 
deem to be offensive. Anything 
like that will be removed.” 

Depending on the success and 
feedback from Friday’s event 
with the Chief Constable future 
sessions could happen. 

Mrs Briggs said: “This was a 
pilot and if we feel that it’s suc¬ 
cessful and get good feedback

from the fans then it might be 
something we could do with the 
helicopter teams or Safer 
Neighbourhood Team members 
or even in community areas. 

“As a force we are really pleased 
with how Facebook is going. We 
have a got a lot of supporters out 
there and we are trying to do 
good and it is hopefully making 
us more accessible to the pub¬ 
lic.”

Cops target robbers

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Grandpa’s ambition 
to show schoolkids 
the magic of maths

A HOCKLIFFE inventor is going 
into schools to show youngsters 
the magic of numbers. 

Grandfather Tom Lennett 
(right), 67, is on a mission to show 
the nation’s schoolchildren that 
maths does not have to be the one 
subject they struggle with. 

With a mixture of number tricks, 
puzzles and jokes, Mr Lennett 
demonstrates that far from from 
being boring or a subject to be 
frightened of, maths is fun. 

Using the power and properties 
of numbers, he takes on the role 
of magician, mind reader, comic 
and wacky scientist. 

From telling little ones a simple 
joke like ‘why is the number ten 
afraid of the number seven? 
Because seven ate nine and ten is 
next’, to appearing to have magi¬ 
cian-like qualities where he can 
work out a number they have 
been asked to secretly choose, he 
is able to engage them, entertain 
and hold their interest. 

He has already started giving 
talks and is writing to every school 
in Bedfordshire offering his serv¬ 
ices. 



He talks to the children about 
the inventions and how they 
come about. 

There is a serious side behind 
his message too. Maths teaching 
in the UK is in crisis. 

Britain is falling down the global 
rankings when it comes to the 
subject. 

Here in the UK fewer young peo¬ 
ple than ever before are continu¬ 
ing with maths education beyond 
the age of 16. 


He said: “It’s shameful. Where 
once we led the world when it 
came to teaching maths and the 
achievements of our young peo¬ 
ple, we are now falling woefully 
down the table.” 

Tom is now contacting schools 
within a 25 mile radius of his 
home offering to go into class¬ 
rooms and show children the fun 
side of numbers and maths. 

Tom, of Woburn Road, was living 
in Luton in the 1980s when he 
became aware his 14-year-old 
daughter Stephanie was strug¬ 
gling with her maths at school. 

Looking around in the shops for 
a game he could use that would 
help her, he was staggered to find 
there wasn’t one. 

Tom had always been comfort¬ 
able around maths and numbers 
and he got the idea to invent a 
game himself. 

The result was a board game 
where players use numbered tiles 
to make up sums on a board, 
crossword style. Players can add, 
multiply, subtract and divide. 

He’s now had it manufactured in 
China and it’s on sale.

TRAVEL 

LEJOUE DU LOUP, FRANCE 

SITTING with my feet up, sunning 
my face, sipping from a nice cold 
drink - you could be forgiven for 
thinking I was laying on a beach 
somewhere. 

But that couldn’t be further from 
the truth. 

This was in fact how I spent a typi¬ 
cal afternoon pit stop during a holi¬ 
day at the ski resort of Le Joue Du 
Loup - that was of course when I 
wasn’t going full pelt (well, not quite) 
down the mountain on my snow¬ 
board. 

This half term I joined seven other 
snowboarders and three skiers - 
aged from 12 to 56 - for a week of 
mountain fun in this little known 
family resort in the French Alps. 

Now, I wouldn’t say I am a very 


experienced snowboarder, but this is 
my fifth trip to a winter wonderland 
and I can definitely hold my own on 
the slopes. 

So, when we finally arrived after a 
12 hour (we were told eight - but traf¬ 
fic added another four) overnight 
drive, I was raring to go. 

Once lift passes were bought - £127 
for six days which is actually quite 
cheap - boards were put together, 
oh, and some sleep was had, we all 
jumped on the first lift ready for the 
fun to begin. 

With four teenagers on the trip we 
had no choice but to make our visit 
during the school holidays, so we 
choose Le foue Du Loup for a partic¬ 
ular reason - the cost. 

And with a price that doesn’t break 
the bank during half term, you 
inevitably end up with a smaller ski 
resort. 

But, unless you are planning to go

out on the first lift and come home at 
the end of the day, which is hard 
work believe me, the six green, 26 
blue, 14 red and five black runs, 
which go between Le foue Du Loup 
and the neighbouring resort of 
SuperDevoluy, are just about enough 
to keep you happy for a week. 

The only problem with these 
resorts, and this in a particular prob¬ 
lem for snowboarders, is the number 
of ski tows. 


These evil devices (which I believe 
were invented by skiers) that go 
between your legs and wrench you 
up the slope are usually few and far 
between, with the much more 
favourable seated lifts whisking you 
away to the top of the mountain. 

But they were everywhere you 
turned and I didn’t reach every run I 
would have liked to, because I just 
couldn’t face the lifts. 

But apart from that, there was little 
to complain about. 

The snow park had a good number 
of jumps, but proved a bit difficult to 
find at first, which I suspect was more 
to do with the low cloud and our poor 
navigating, than anything else. 

The weather wasn’t fantastic 
(although some of my group seemed 
to prefer the sun to the snow), with a 
few rocks coming through and some 
icy patches, but there’s not much you 
can do if it doesn’t snow. 


The snow machines worked hard to 
make the pistes usable, but going off 
piste wasn’t really possible. 

The views were fantastic and we 
found a great cafe half-way up to meet 
for a drink, waffle, rest and a bit of sun. 

I was sad to see the resort was a bit 
lacking in runs through trees, but 
that’s just my personal preference. 

And last, but definitely not least, 
the apres ski. This is expensive wher¬ 
ever you go, but, comparatively, it 
wasn’t too dear. However, it always 
tickles me that a glass of wine is 
cheaper than a diet coke. That’s one 
sure way to encourage ‘drink snow¬ 
boarding’. 

But, to be honest, with all the exer¬ 
cise you are doing all day long, one 
drink and you’re ready for your bed 
anyway. And nothing beats waking 
up fresh the next morning for anoth¬ 
er day of boarding and bruises.

England slammed 


IRELAND celebrated St Patrick’s 
weekend in Dublin by wrecking 
England’s anticipated Grand Slam party 
with a ferocious performance at the 
Aviva Stadium.

Ireland unleashed all the anger and 
bitterness following last week’s controver¬ 
sial defeat to Wales on a young England 
side who played like rabbits caught in the 
headlights. 

Martin Johnson’s men lacked 
composure, a failing epitomised by Ben

Youngs' first-half sin-binning for 
throwing the ball away into the crowd. 

Ireland’s scrum dominated the set- 
piece, their back row tore into the break¬ 
down, tackled and carried the ball with an 
intensity England could not match. 

Bowe was too hot to handle on his wing 
whereas England’s game was riddled with 
mistakes and dropped balls. Put simply, it 
was a horror show of a performance. 

England coach Martin Johnson could 
not hide his unhappiness at an error- 
strewn display. 

He said: “We’re desperately disappoint¬ 
ed not to have won the game and the way 
we lost. 

“They outplayed us, we had a horrible 
first half and did everything we talk about 


not doing away from home - we com¬ 
pounded errors and they got a couple on 
us at the breakdown.” 

Asked whether his side had struggled 
with the pressure of a potential clean 
sweep, he said: “Pressure is the name of 
the game. We’ve got a lot doing this for the 
first time and there were a few errors. 

“Ireland are a savvy team, full of pride, 
and we’ve got what we’ve got - a team of 
good, young players. Everyone’s got a win 
and a loss in them, you get that if you 
don’t play well and we got it. 

“It was a horrible day, our best two 
attacking moves in the second half ended 
with us giving the ball straight to them. 

“If everyone makes one mistake, that’s 
15 mistakes and it was that kind of day 
today. We came here to win the game and 
we’ve fallen way short. It’s just disap¬ 
pointing, we could have been better.”

ENGLAND’S cricketers put all their 
qualification nerves behind them and 
started planning their A game for the 
World Cup quarter-finals. 

South Africa swept to a 206-run victory 
over Bangladesh to help secure England’s 
place in the last eight, although they will 
not know until this evening who they will 
be taking on in the next round and where. 

England coach Andy Flower is confident 
they will be ready for their next assign¬ 
ment when the time comes, either in 
Dhaka or Colombo.

LUTON Town’s dreams of a trip to Wembley are 
over after Louis Briscoe fired Mansfield into the 
final of the FA Trophy in the dying seconds of 
extra time. 

The hosts were reduced to nine men in the last 
ten minutes of normal time when Claude Gnakpa 
was given a second yellow after a late challenge 
on Dan Spence and Alex Lawless followed 
after a dangerous tackle through the back of Kyle 
Nix.

Luton continued to push forward and created a 
string of golden opportunities and, at times, Jake 
Howells was the only orange shirt in the Luton 
half.

A YOUNG boxer has hailed Graham Earl for turning 
his life around after he punched his way to the 
Home Counties Amateur Boxing Association [ABA] 
junior title in only his fourth fight. 

Jordan Reynolds beat Kevin McDonald on points 
in the 62kg category at The Regal in Oxford last 
Sunday, despite feeling unwell, to maintain his 
unbeaten start to the fight game. 

The 15-year-old Barnfield South Academy pupil, 
only took up the sport five months ago and 
though he admits he was a bit of a tearaway, he 
says both the former WBU world lightweight 
champion-turned promoter and the sport of 
boxing have contributed to getting him on the 


straight and narrow. Earl persuaded Reynolds to 
join Stevenage ABC after seeing some potential 
in the youngster and now his protege is through 
to the pre-quarter finals of the 2011 National 
Junior ABA Championships on Sunday, April 10, in 
Oxford, and is potentially three fights away from 
claiming the most prestigious junior title in the 
country. 

“I was always in trouble,” said Reynolds of his life 
before boxing. “I did used to do Thai boxing but I 
rarely used my legs and then when I heard about 
Graham’s gym I just used to turn up all the time. 

“I never took it seriously to start with but 
Graham took me under his wing and we became 
close.

BOOKMAKER Blue Square have this 
weekend been paying out to punters who 
put their money on Crawley Town to win the 
Conference, but Luton Town have dismissed 
the move as little more than a PR stunt.

LUTON-BASED Chris James and the Team ES 
Racing squad completed a successful 
shakedown this week at Donington Park for 
their #78 Chevrolet Lacetti ahead of the 
start of the British Touring Car 
Championship. 

For the early part of the day it looked 
questionable as to whether the team would 
get out on track as the English weather 
dealt a blow with a damp track and thick 
fog.

LUTON Town manager Richard 
Money was disappointed after 
missing out on a trip to Wembley 
and has admitted that it will now be 
a tough ask for the Hatters to close 
down Crawley Town at the top of 
Blue Square Bet Premier. 

The Hatters, reduced to nine men 
following the sending offs of Claude 
Gnakpa and Alex Lawless who are 
both now certain to face 
suspensions, lost dramatically to 
Mansfield Town in their FA Trophy 
semi-final second leg yesterday after 
Louis Briscoe scored with three min¬ 
utes of extra time remaining to send 
the Stags through 2-1 on aggregate. 

Money said: “We have just taken 33 
points from 16 league games - one 
league defeat since November 11.
